60 Bombers To

BURBANK, (lp) —Sixty Lockheed 
bombing planes built for Britain 
will be flown across the country to 
Newark next week to be ready for 
quick delivery in event the arms 
embargo is lifted. 

This is believed to be the largest | 
delivery by an American aircraft | 
company. However, it will not be a/ 
mass flight. The planes will be| 
flown at the rate of one or two a) 
day by the company’s 14 test pi- | 
lots and will make an easy three- | 
day trip of it. 

The planes are part of an order’ 
for 250 which had not been complet- 
ed at the time the embargo went 
into effect. Britain ordered Lock- 
heed to rush the planes through to 
completion and store them pending | 
developments. 

The planes are reconnaissance ! 
bombers like some believed to be al- 
ready in use by the Brtish on the 
Western front. They fly 250 miles 
an hour, and can range more than 
1,000 miles. They cost $80,000 each.

Massed Parachute Jump Thrills Midway Visitors 


AL 10:30 each evening, Commander 
James H. Strong gives the signal 
and at that moment all eleven of his 


gaily-colored, giant parachutes, each | 
with its two passengers, starts the | 


250-foot ascent for the thrilling 
massed parachute jump that is a 
nightly feature of the Amusement 
Area. Thousands of spectators crowd 
around regularly to watch this un- 
usual sight, and bet on which ’chute 
will reach the bottom first, as there 
is a slight variation in the rate of 
descent, due to wind and weather 
conditions and the weight of the pas- 
sengers, 

To the trained eye of Commander 
Strong, Annapolis graduate and in- 
ventor of this sensational ride which 
is one of the big hits of the New York 
World’s Fair, the sight of the plum- 
meting parachutes has an element of 
the truly foreboding in it. For the 
World of Tomorrow may well display 


mass parachute jumps of a far grim- 
mer nature than those of the Midway. 

“Modern warfare certainly will 
provide an opportunity for effective 
use of the parachute for surprise at- 
tacks behind enemy lines by whole 
squads of armed men,” predicted 
Commander Strong today. “In fact, 
the Germans have already demon- 
strated the value of this type of 
fighting in Poland, where they trans- 
ported over a thousand men long 
distances by plane, unloaded them in 
‘chutes, and reorganized them on the 
ground as a mobile fighting ‘unit 
within eight minutes after they 
reached the earth!
